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ADVISORY 

1 . In the amended claim 1 1 filed on 05/23/05, it first claimed "the receiver ... 
so as to be substantially over an entire surface of the touch screen" (see also 
page 4 of the remarks). It further claimed that "said second part includes 
additional input parts". These two limitations first create new issues. The first 
limitation may also creates a new unenabling matter and not supported by the 
original disclosure. 

2. In the first limitation, the "receiver" is identified as element 21 in the 
specification and drawing. This element 21 can not be substantially over an 
entire surface of the touch screen 9. Therefore, the amendment creates a 1 12 
first paragraph, unenabling and new matter problem. 


NOTE : claim 11, line 10, "... 
surface of the touch screen", 
will be entered in the future. 


surface the touch screen" should be changed to "...
